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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The prior art 
made of record in the attached form PTO-892 considered to be pertinent to the 
submitted application. 

Abbondanti US # 4,672,288 discloses a torque controller for induction motor 
having signal representative of torque as derived by sensing only the stator armature 
current and the slip frequency and by calculating the instantaneously torque. The rotor 
resistance is adjusted by measuring the stator temperature relying on the change of 
resistance of rotor known experimentally. 

Ishii et al. US # 6,075337 disclose a speed control apparatus for induction motor 
including a coordinate transformer (vector control), a slip value calculator for calculating 
a slip angular frequency based on load current component. 

Bayer et al. US # 4,441 ,065 teach an apparatus for detection of rotor resistance 
of asynchronous machine determined by flux vector from the stator voltages and the 
stator currents. 

Mischenko et al. US # 4,926,105 teach an induction motor vector control, 
whereby the rotor speed, induction motor torque and thermal processes are 
interconnected with control of the rotor flux linkage. 

However, none of the prior art teaches or suggest in combination: 
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• A processor for calculating a slip frequency for vector control induction 
motor, by obtaining a value of the rotor resistance from table stored data 
on relation between the stator temperature, that is detected by the stator 
temperature detector, and rotor resistance predetermined based on 
measurement.
